Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim{s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

It appears that there is only 1 claim and the following rejection Is based on claim 
1 as best understood by the examiner. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brown 
(US-3421800) in view of Cravatt (US-6161794). 

Brown discloses a toilet paper dispenser having substantially all the claimed 

features. What is not disclosed is for the apparatus to fit in a cavity In a wall. Cravatt 

discloses another similar apparatus which is fitted Into a wall cavity as is old and well 

known in the art. Note the flange 46. It would have been obvious to a person having 

ordinary skill in the art to provide the apparatus of Brown fitted into a wall cavity as 

taught by Cravatt to reduce space requirement and for aesthetic purposes. That the 

flange is adjustable would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art 

to provide for adjustability for fitting in different wall configurations. Nuts and bolts are 

« 

old and well-known devices for attachment purposes and the use of nuts and bolts for 
attaching the flange would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lucan (US-2564539) is cited to show another similar apparatus.
